Ordinary jurors as 
well as a large part of the newspa- 
per reading public are rather easily 
influenced by the argument that 
such a horrible murder could not 
have been committed by any one 
in his right mind. They cannot im- 
agine 
themselves 
committing it. 


They cannot think of any one they 
know who might have committed 
it. So they are bowled over by the 
lawyers and the psychiatrists who 
tell them that the details of the 
crime are so gruesome that the de- 
fendant cannot possibly be guilty 
under the law, that he cannot pos- 
sibly have known, as was said in 
the famous McNaughton case, that 
"he was acting contrary to law and 
ethics," that "he was so defective 
in reason as not to know the nature 
and quality of his act. or if he did 
know it, he did not know it to be 
wrong."

British Judge Had 
Answer for Defense 


In a recent address before the 


Connecticut Medical Society, Dr. 
Foster Kennedy reminded his audi- 
ence of a case in -which an English 
judge, Lord Bramwell, met 
this 


kind of defense and dealt with it. 
The lawyer was pleading that his 
client had had "an irresistible im- 
pulse" to steal an umbrella, and the 
judge interrupted him in order to 
ask whether the defendant would 
have taken the umbrella if a police- 
man had been present. The lawyer 
admitted that he would not have 
stolen the umbrella. Then, said the 
judge, "the impulse was irresistible 
in the absence of a policeman." 


This remark 
represents some- 


thing deeper than a layman's com- 
mon sense. 
It is a penetrating 


psychological insight into the real 
problem of mental disoruer and 
criminal responsibility.

"No Sharp Line to 
Mark Criminal Traits 


For one of the few things we 


know -with 
reasonable certainty 


about the human psyche is that 
there is no sharp dividing line be- 
tween those 
who may commit 


them. In some degree the disposi- 
tion to crime is present in us all; 
there is almost no one who has 
not had at some time or other at 
least a faint impulse to kill. The 
best of us is only a recently and 
partially civilized barbarian. 


Between those in whom the im- 


pulse is so faint that it is negligible 


and those in whom it is so strong 
that they do not control it, there 
arc an infinite number of degrees. 
Above all, the strength of the im- 
pulse is not fixed in each person 
throughout his 
life. Temptation, 


provocation, opportunity, the fear 
of punishment, the feeling of how 
certain is the punishment, all tend 
to incite or to check our anti-so- 
cial impulses. Thus, for example, it 
may be unfortunate, but it is the 
fact, that more persons exceed the 
speed limit on a road where they 
do not expect to find a policeman 
than on one which is patrolled, and 
it is no doubt true, too, that if the 
government did not audit tax re- 
turns, it would collect far fewer 
taxes. 
Object of Criminal Law 
is to Provide Restraints 


That, I take it. is what Lord 


Bramwell had in mind when he 
asked whether the defendant would 
have had an irresistible impulse to 
steal the umbrella if a policeman 
had been present. For the object 
of the criminal law is not to exact 
revenge but to create the con- 
sciousness that a policeman is pres- 
ent whenever the impulse to crime 
is felt. Depending upon, whether 
that consciousness is vivid or dim. 
the criminal Jmpulse in most men 
will be weakened or strengthened. 
For while there are, of course, in- 
dividuals- who are so completely 
possessed that they would commit 
murder in the presence of the whole 
police force, the great majority of 
criminals are persons who would 
not do their deeds if they were 
fully convinced that they would be 
caught and punished. 


That is why the current confusion 


about mental disorder and criminal 
responsibility tends to make real 
criminals out of potential criminals.

lence without a struggle; or be cheat- 
ed out of them by the artifices of 
false and designing men. 


"Let us contemplate our forefathers 


and posterity; and resolve to maintain 
the rights bequeathed to us from the 
former for the sake of the latter. 


"Let us remember that if we suffer 


tamely a lawless attack upon our lib- 
erty, we encourage it, and involve 
others in our doom.

CLOTHING AND BATHING 
How frequently must one take a 


bath in order to be botlrphysically 
and mentally clean, asks a corre- 
spondent, equivocally enough to 
permit a tactful reply. 


Cleanliness is physical. Physical 


cleanliness, freedom from filth, con- 
tamination, 
pollution, dirt, stain, 


blemish, grime, dust or foreign mat- 
ter of any kind: neatness of person, 
dress and environment: asepsis or 
medical, surgical or sanitary clean- 
liness or sterility, absence of dis- 
ease-producing germs: such clean- 
liness is always normal, wholesome, 
physiological, desirable, healthful, 
hygienic. When the 
concept of 


cleanliness is carried beyond actual 
physical cleanliness into the realm 
of imagination, as suggested by the 
correspondent's use of the term 
"mentally clean." it 
borders on 


morbid psychology, obsession, in- 
sanity. People who bathe several 
times a day. indeed many who 
bathe daily when there is no phy- 
sical necessity for such frequent 
bathing, are generally abnormal if 
not definitely unbalanced. They 
harbor obsessions about contamina- 
tion, dirt, odor or germs. 


After all. so far 
as 
hygiene, 


health, sanitation 
or medical or 


surgical asepsis is concerned, clean- 
liness is not determined by the 
frequency with which one bathes 
nor by the noise one makes about 
one's bathing. 


Oxygen in the air is as effectual 


a cleansing agent as is water. Sun- 
light is a powerful" antiseptic, dis- 
infectant deodorant. Persons who 
take daily air bath or sunbath. that 
is. go without clothing or with the 
least possible clothing, require less 
frequent soap and water bathing to 
remove decomposition products of 
sebum 'skin oil) or sweat from 
the skin. The more unnecessary 
clothing or covering worn the more 
is decomposition of these excre- 
tions or secretions favored. 


Younger skins stand scrubbing 


with soap and water, in fact the 
regular application of plain pure 
'undoctored* soap and water is ex- 
cellent treatment for 
Jhe com- 


plexion of the young person. Older 
skins do not tolerate soap and 
water so we!!, because the natural

A cicada, or "17-year locust." 
The noise of common cicadas, 


when they "sing" in chorus can be 
heard at a distance of about a quar- 
ter of a mile. It has been compared 
to noise made by the grinding of 
scissors, also to whistling. In South 
America are large insects of this 
family which have been reported to 
make noise heard at a distance of a 
mile. 


It is the males, not the females, 


that make the noise. Their bodies 
have membranes which vibrate, and 
little "drums" or "sounding boards" 
give volume to the sound. 


Some cicadas are known as "dog- 


day harvest flies." They come forth 
in the hottest days of the summer. 
The males make their noise, and the 
females lay their eggs. Then the in- 
sects die. 


The eggs hatch, and the young 


crawl into the graund. They stay 
under the soil two years, then shed 
their skins and find that they have 
wings. People see "dog-day harvest 
flies" again, and the old story, of 
noise, and esg-laying goes on all 
over again. How are the young ones 
able to act in the same way as their 
ancestors? Their parents died be- 
fore the young were liatchcd—yet 
the new generation carries on the 
same story as the one before it. Wise

Another kind of cicada has the 


special name of 17-year locust. The 
young, or "nymphs," dig into the 
ground and stay there for 17 years. 
Think of spending that much" time 
under the soil! 


While under the ground. 
the 


nymphs cut through the soil, look- 
ing for food. From time to time, they 
fasten their mouths to the roots of 
trees, and drain off the juices. In 
this way they attcck the roots of 
fruit trees, as well as those of the 
forest. 


Three or more times during the 


17 years, these cicadas shed their 
skins, gaining in size after 
each 


molt. After their long, dark period 
under the soil, they burrow their 
way to the surface, then enjoy a 
short time of freedom in the open 
air. Their outer covering splits apart 
and they crawl out of their shells— 
now being fitted with wings. For 
three or four weeks, they can en- 
joy the sunshine of the upper world. 


The 17-year cicadas have the 


longest average lifetime in the in- 
sect world. There arc other kinds of 
cicadas as well. One kind stays un- 
der the ground 13 years instead of 
17. and has the special name of "13- 
year locust."

cluding peas, corn, tomatoes, straw- 
berries and other varieties. 


"The acreage of canning peas 


planted according to a preliminary 
estimate is believed to be approx- 
imately 108,000 as compared with 
120,000 estimated planted last year," 
the service reported. 


"With the more favotable condi- 


tions which have prevailed, the 
canning pea crops on June 1 looked 
better than it has for a number of 
years. Canners report the condi- 
tion of the crop at 90 per cent of 
normal this year compared with 81 
a year ago and the 10-year average 
of 83. Should the favorable weath- 
er continue, a much larger crop cf 
canning peas may be harvested 
than the state has had, in some 
years, in spite of the fact that the 
acreage planted this year is about 
10 per cent smaller than that re- 
ported a year ago," the service said. 


The situation in corn is satisfac- 


tory so far, and a greatly expanded 
acreage of tomatoes is reported this 
year. 
Strawberry prospects this 


year are better than they have been 
for a number of years, and above 
the 10-year average. Probable pro- 
duction of Wisconsin strawberry 
beds was placed at 144,000 crates, or 
nearly twice the normal output, it 
was announced.

One of the first things to check 


up on. if your swing doesn't seem 
to be contacting the ball in its ac- 
customed style, is the curvature of 
the body.
